“Among the most important problems 
that have presented themselves has 
been the shortage in money, the 
amount of avaliable cash being in- 
sufficient to meet the demands. Na- 
tions, as well as individuals, have 
scrambled for its possession. 

“The most prominent reason for the 
shortage has been the tendency to 
| hoard money in Europe and India. 
It is estimated that in India alone 
$400,000,000 has been withdrawn from 
the world’s circulating medium by the

So 
they nag the Viceroy, who nags the British 
government, who nags South Africa, who 
nags back all round—and another fearful 
explosion ‘in three places is imminent. AIF- 
riea herself, suffering from the language 
problem (shall all the poor babes be made 
to learn both Dutch and BEnglish in the 
schools?) and with a too generous supply 
of British younger sons, meaning the sons 
for whom no financial provision has been 
made, but who somehow missed acquiring 
a useful profession, is naturally altogether 
too touchy to listen to argument from. 
mother. . 

All the other British colonies have their 
worries, too. Canada is struggling hero- 
ieally to be as nasty as she can to bota 
India and Japan on the subject of her im 
migrants in the nicest possible way. And 
nothing is so wearing as being horrid nice- 
ly. In addition to that she is being vocifer- 
ously called upon to show her imperial 
spunk and either build a navy of her own 
or contribute generously to Great Britain’s— 
and that is very disconcerting, especially in 
winter when all the money is going out and 
none coming in. Austraiia is in the throes 
of a labor government and the conscription 
squabble, gaily interspersed with a few 
strikes and a smallpox scare. 

Germany has a heavy cross to bear, with 
laffaire Zabern, Socialism and the Crown 
Prince; and poor France has almost more 
than she can endure with the anti-militar- 
ists, syndicalism, the vanishing birth rate 
and the Society for the Promotion of Good 
Manners. 

Austria’s trials are even more complicat- 
ed, for she is against a sort of aristocratic 
strike wherein her nobility insist upon mar- 
rying beneath them or committing suicide 
when they don’t turn military spy or elope 
with some of the treasury funds. When 
the “lower ¢lasses” behave badly there is 
hope of reform and, after all, they don’t 
khow any better; but what is one to do 
with a depraved aristocracy? Austria, too, 
is more a little embarrassed by Hun- 
gary, which, like Ireland, prefers the dis- 
tressful pose; and those little revelations 
anent the Balkan war were very discon. 
certing | 


Italy bas all she can do to manage the 
Pope and Tripoli; Spain is a network of 
anarchy; Portugal is still busy putting 
everyone in prison; China is a storm of 
domestic incompatibility of temper, and 
Japan is weighed down with the bane of 
improvement and is confronting all the hor- 
rors of imminent civilization.

ASONRY IN THE PHIDIPPINES. 

One of th¢ most gratifying evidences 
of the advance of civilization and progress 
in the Philippines is found in the Introduce 
tion and growth of Freemasonry there. 
Under Spanish law, although Masonry was 
legalized in the home country, it was placed 
under a ban ip the Philippines under the

The British troops in 1762 established a 
Masonic lodge in Manila, but no natives 
joined it and, with the withdrawal of the 
troops, the lodge went out of existence.

One of the many methods adopted was to 
give an entertainment at a brother's house, 
and while mérrymaking was {in progress in 
the parlors the brethren, one by one, would 
withdraw to another part of the house and 
initiate a candidate of whose loyalty un 
doubted proof had previously been estab 
lished.” #

Julius Priester, an old soldier who 
lives near Claremont, told a story 
which points the finger of suspicion 
at a~-man in Sawtelle, who has been 
under surveillance for the burning of 
the homes of W. G. Wheeler and 
David A. Yariott. Priester’s home 
burned under similar circumstances, 
but he crawled from his burning 
house during the night and went to 
the home of a neighbor, M. M. 
Stearns. The only covering for his 
hody was a bit of burlap. The nigat 
Was cold and his feet were blistered 
by fire and bristied with cactus 
needles. 

Priester a Sawtelle man 
and accused him of having burned his 
home. The accusation was denied, 
and Priester could present no posi- 
wed evidence to substantiate his sus-
